Are We To Blame For Atheism? 

It is not unusual for young people to assert that they are atheist. It's easy 
to respond by blaming 'secularism/ But are we to blame? In 1938 the 
renowned Jesuit theologian Henri de Lubac made the following comments in 
response to inaccurate atheistic critiques of Christianity. "If such a 
misunderstanding has arisen and entrenched itself, if such an accusation is 
current, is it not our own fault?" {America, June 17-24, 2013). 

Christians (and Catholics) often know so little about their faith. The 
Bishops of Vatican II stated that Catholic ignorance of the faith contributed 
to a rise in atheism. They wrote: 

"Believers can have no small part in the rise of atheism, since by 
neglecting education in the faith, teaching false doctrine, or 
through defects in their own religious, moral or social lives, they 
may be said rather more to conceal than reveal the true 
countenance of God and of religion" (Vatican II, Gaudium et Spes, 

#19). 

When your child asks you a question about the faith are you able to give an 
informed answer? If a non-practicing Catholic asks you to explain a tenet of 
the faith, if you cannot respond, then do you take the time to learn more 
about it? How much time do you spend studying the faith? 

As we pray for our nation during the Fortnight for Freedom, some say 
that we are in a "cultural war." I wonder if the battle isn't closer to home. Is 
the real battle within the Church, rather than between the Church and a 
secular world? 

So many adults who have done little or nothing to grow in the faith since 
receiving the Sacrament of Confirmation. Their bodies have matured, but 
their faith life is sickly or stunted. Adults who neglect education in the faith 
contribute to the rise of atheism and secularism. 

Please pray for our nation during the fortnight (June 21 to July 4). Pray 
that our leaders will work together in a spirit of collaboration and with 
God's wisdom. It seems that both sides of the political aisle continue to be 
small-minded and partisan, while burning issues need urgent attention. 

I encourage you to be informed about the issues and to study the Catholic 
faith. This Tuesday, some of us gathered to talk about the topics for Adult 
Faith Formation next fall and spring. We decided to offer three programs. 

* Sept, to Nov. (8 Sessions): A Quick Journey Through the Bible, by Jeff 

Cavins & Sarah Christmyer. The Bible Timeline system gives you a 
useful framework from which to read the Bible. 

* Dec. and Jan. (4 Sessions): LT.S. Catholic Catechism for Adults. We will 

explore the first four chapters on the Human Quest for God, How God 
reveals his Name to us, and the response of Faith. 

* Feb. thru April (6 Sessions): Conversion, by Father Robert Barron. The 

participants will study six Biblical stories of conversion. 

Please plan to participate. Your growth in the faith is critical for the future of 
the Church and nation. ~Peace in Christ, Fr. Steve
